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DETAILED ACTION 

In view of the amendment filed on 1/15/03, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. New grounds of rejection are set forth below. Claims pending are 5, 6 and 9. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

2. Clairns 5, 6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Danielov 
(US 5,885,974) or under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Weiner (US 5,200,393). 

Danielov teaches insulin-containing topical cosmetic compositions useful for improving 
cutaneous elasticity, increasing of oxygen utilization in the skin, preventing premature aging of 
the skin, normalization of sebaceous gland production, anti-wrinkling benefit, treating dry 
itchy skin and such. See col. 13, lines 46-61; col. 14, line 27; col. 25, lines 14-45; col. 31, 
Example 1; col. 33, Example 2; col. 35; Example 3; col. 45, Example 8. 

Weiner teaches peptide-containmg topical cosmetic compositions useful for improving 
skin surface characteristics such as texture and elasticity, reducing skin dryness and 
dehydration, avoiding onset of dry lines and wrinkles and other visible signs of aging. See col. 
7, lines 9-16. The peptide of Weiner is insulin or calcitonin. See Claims 1-3; Example 7. 

Thus, either Danielov or Weiner teaches each and every limitation of Claims 5, 6 and 

9.
